Mason walked yfnto the court-room
with Sheriff Fair¥alrn, hls gvercoat over
his arm and hls hat in his hand. He
was escorted to a corner seat just in-
side the bar Inclosure.

“May It please the Court I under-
stand that the defendant, Alan G.
Mason, is In court. A complaint was
made against him based upon suspiclous
facts that had come to the knowledge of
officers, and an investigation as careful
and thorough as competent officers have
been able to make has heen made, and
I'am satigfied that at the present tim:
we have not sufficlent evidence to hold
the defendant, Mason, for the Grand
Jury, and 1 therefore move that he be
discharged,”’

‘“‘Alan (G. Mason,” sald the Judge, “the
Court finds no probable cause for hold-
ing you for the Grand Jury, and orders
that you be_ discharged.”

“discharged.”” The cheer of the spec-
tators wa# sharp and short, The first
rap for order by an officer ended It.
Mason, free, calm and cool, passed out
of the court-room. ’

While he was gelling inlo a cab on
the street below Capt. Proclor was at
the clerk's desk signing a complaint
charging Perry. the colored lad, with
the murder of Miss Morton., He was
ordered to stand up. Asked to plead
the boy sald “not gullty” in a clear,
thaugh not strong volce.

A significant and exeiting ‘incldent
happened after the formal proceedings
in court. Perry was standing by the
iron grating of the vrisoners' cage talks
ing to his mother. He saw Nemser, the
pawnbroker, nearby. Some one said to
Perry, referring to Nemser, ‘‘He says

he has a letter from you."
